Mr. Chandler Accepts the Position.

WasHiNGTON, Oct. 18.—It was early

| this morning unvounced that Ex-Sonator

Chandler hud concluded to sccopt the

The Hed Cloud Report.
WaAsHINGTON, Uot. 10.—T'he Red Cloud
Investignting Commission bave made
their report, The evidence taken com-
prises over 800 oclavo pages, The Com-
mission sustain the chuarge of incompe-
tency sgalnst Indian Agent Suville, but
exonerate bim from the imputation of
dishonesty, Tho Commissionfinds that
army officers agree with Prof, Mursh in
the belief thut the number of Inalans is
greatly vver estlmated, but that the enu-
merntion was made as [alrly us possible,
On the beef question, which occuples a
large part ol the report, the conclusion
Is that Prof, Marsh wus mistaken in es-
Fimating the weignt ot the catile at 750
pounds, The Commissioners valued a
herd of these same Taxus catile, which
they thought would average 750 to 800
pounds, Lbut on wejghing them found that
the average Weight proved 1,058 pounds,
many of the single steers welghing 1,300
pounds,

I'he Commlission report that they liave
seen nothing [ the course of their inves-
tigation that would lead to uny other
conclusion than that the present Com-
missioner endéavored earnestly and sin-
cerely to perform his duty faitbiully to
the country. Thay have encountered no
trunsaction which casts the lepst shad-
ow upon bis persounal or offivial integ-
rity, but met with maovy muarked witn
that want of vigllunee, astuteness and
declglon of chavucter that should belong
to tbo hend of that important Burean,

The report is8 interspersed with suoh
recommendations.ug-sirike the Commis-
sloners us of importance, and they are
summed up as wllows: That Ageut Ba-
ville will be remoyed; that J. W, L,
Blavens, J. H, Martin and D, J, MoeUann
be excluded (rom future contracis with
the Government; thut E, R, Threlkeld be
excluded from all [uture engagements

counts be referred to the De.
purtment of Justice; that the dis-

New Yorg, Oct, 19.—The HEveniog
Post’s money article says the week opens
on Wall street with securities strong
and higher, and with no change of im-
portance i gold or forelgn exchange.
General trade up to the present time
this season has been falrly good; buyers
heve been ewuveful to take only such
amounts as they could pay for, and col-
leativuae have been excellent, It is a
tacl that prices of goods buve never been
80 low, and that there have been heav
logses on them to manulaoturers; falr
profite bave, however, been made on
goods alter leaviong manulactirers’ or
Lheir ‘agents’ bunds, As to how trade
will bold on remains to besegn. Thehand
1o mouth policy of buying should extend
business over s Hoger period ol time.
‘e course of finanetal affuirs during the
winter depends very much on the export
trude of the country, We huve ralsed
wnjmmense crop ofgeolton and corruls,
Il these grops cun be moved to muarket,
und we can, without obstruction, ship to
Burope ull that is will take, the winter
shoutd be sauslactory., 1iwhe crops are
beld back, or ure Kept back, which muay
